1 . ZAMBIA'S PRINCIPAL CONCERN AT THE OAU COUNCIL OF MINISTERS 
MEETING IN LOME WILL BE THE COUNCIL'S DISPOSITION OF THE 
QUESTION OF OAU SUPPORT FOR THE PATRIOTIC FRONT. ZAMBIA WILL 
CERTAINLY PUSH FOR EXCLUSIVE RECOGNITION, AND ANY STRENGTHENING 
OR REINFORCEMENT OF THE QUALIFIED LIBERATION COMMITTEE SUPPORT 
FOR THE PF WILL BE CONSIDERED BY THE GRZ TO BE A VINDICATION 

OF ITS POLICY. AS A FALL BACK POSITION.HWE BELIEVE THE GRZ 
WOULD BE PREPARED TO ACCEPT THE LIBERATION COMMITTEE FORMULA. 
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THIS, WHILE STRESSING THE IMPORTANCE OF AIDING THE PF, LEFT 
THE DOOR OPEN FOR OTHER ZIMBABWEAN NATIONALISTS TO JOIN THE PF. 

IT ALSO PERMITTED OAU STATES TO CONTINUE SUPPORT FOR THEM AS 
LONG AS THEY REPRESENTED "FIGHTING FORCES AIMING AT THE 
ELIMINATION OF THE REBEL CLIQUE IN SALISBURY." 

2. INFORMATION AVAILABLE HERE INDICATES THAT BOTH SITHOLE 
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AND MUZOREWA ARE PLANNING TO ATTEND THE LOME CONFERENCE. 

ONE SOURCE SAYS THAT SITHOLE DEFINITELY AND MUZOREWA PROBABLY 
WILL BRING WITH THEM GUERRILLA COMMANDERS FROM MOZAMBIQUE. 

IN THE CASE OF SITHOLE THESE ARE SAID TO BE ZANLA COMMANDERS 
WHO REJECT THE PF AND STILL RECOGNIZE HIM AS THE TOP LEADER 
OF ZANU. LOBBYING BY MUZOREWA AND SITHOLE, ESPECIALLY IF THEY 
ARE BACKED UP BY REPRESENTATIVES OF THE FIGHTING FORCES IN 
MOZAMBIQUE, SHOULD MAKE IT DIFFICULT FOR ZAMBIA AND THE OTHER 
FRONTLINE STATES TO SELL THE IDEA OF EXCLUSIVE RECOGNITION. 

3. IMPORTANT ALSO IN HOW THE COUNCIL WILL DISPOSE OF THE 
RECOGNITION QUESTION IS THE SETTING FOR THE MEETING. THE 
LIBERATION COMMITTEE MEETING IN LUSAKA WAS DOMINATED BY 
KAUNDA. HIS OPENING ADDRESS, IN WHICH HE LAID GREAT 
STRESS ON RECOGNIZING THE PATRIOTIC FRONT. SERVED AS THE 
MOST IMPORTANT WORKING DOCUMENT FOR THE MEETING. FURTHER. 
DELEGATES TO THE LIBERATION COMMITTEE MEETING WERE UNDER 
SOME CONSTRAINT NOT TO OFFEND THEIR HOST. WE BELIEVE THE 
NEUTRAL LOME SETTING WILL PERMIT THOSE WHO ARE RELUCTANT TO 
SEE THE OAU RECOGNIZE THE PF TO EXPRESS THEIR OPPOSITION MORE 
OPENLY AND FORCEFULLY. 

4. OTHER THAN THE RECOGNITION ISSUE, ZAMBIA CAN BE 
EXPECTED TO LAY AN ACTIVE ROLE IN PROMOTING THE MARCH 
UN MEETING ON RHODESIA, SOUTH AFRICA AND NAMIBIA. ZAMBIAN 
DELEGATES ARE LIKELY TO GO ALONG WITH BUT NOT INITIATE 
RESOLUTIONS THAT GIVE THE US CREDIT FOR A CONSTRUCTIVE 
APPROACH TO THE PROBLEMS OF SOUTHERN AFRICA. BUT THEY WILL 
ALSO SEEK A CONDEMNATION OF WESTERN, INCLUDING SPECIFICALLY 
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US, FIRMS VIOLATING THE OIL EMBARGO ON RHODESIA. THEY 

ARE APT TO ARGUE FOR A MORE ACTIVIST ROLE FOR 

THE US IN RESOLVING BOTH RHODESIAN AND NAMIBIAN PROBLEMS. 

5. ZAMBIAN DELEGATES ALSO WILL, WE BELIEVE, TAKE AN ACTIVE 

ROLE IN MATTERS TOUCHING PREPARATIONS FOR THE AFRO- ARAB SUMMIT 
IN CAIRO NEXT MONTH. THE GRZ IS SENSITIVE TO THE IMPACT OF 
INCREASED OIL PRICES ON ITS FRAGILE ECONOMY. ZAMBIAN 
DELEGATES WILL LOBBY FOR A BLACK AFRICAN POSITION WHICH 
PLACES BEFORE THE ARAB OIL PRODUCERS THEIR DUTY TO ASSIST 
ECONOMICALLY THOSE COUNTRIES WHICH HAVE SUFFERED THE 
CONSEQUENCES OF RISING OIL PRICES. 

6. IN THE AREA OF ECONOMIC AND TECHNICAL TOPICS, ZAMBIA 

CAN BE EXPECTED TO TAKE AN ACTIVE INTEREST IN ANY DISCUSSION 
PERTAINING TO THE RESUMED CIEC SESSION, THE COMMON FUND 
FOR COMMODITIES AND DEBT RELIEF IN THAT ORDER. HOWEVER, WE 
SUSPECT THAT THE DISPOSITION OF POLITICAL ISSUES WILL LEAVE 
LITTLE TIME FOR SERIOUS CONSIDERATION OF THESE MAJOR 
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ECONOMIC CONCERNS. IN THE SAME VEIN, WE BELIEVE THAT LAW 

OF THE SEAS, SPECIAL SESSION ON DISARMAMENT AND A THIRD 

WORLD ECONOMIC SUMMIT ARE UNLIKELY TO RECEIVE MWJOR ATTENTION. 

AS A MEMBER OF THE PREPCOM OF THE SPECIAL SESSION ON 
DISARMAMENT, ZAMBIA CAN BE EXPECTED TO TAKE A SPECIAL 
INTEREST IF IT IS DISCUSSED. HOWEVER, WE DO NOT EXPECT 
THE ZAMBIANS TO TAKE ANY INITIATIVES IN THIS REGARD.
